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Radio sets are becoming cheaper. This was 
revealed at a luncheon given to Philco radio 
dealers in the Metropole Restaurant, Dublin, 
yesterday. 
Some of the Philco models of the present 
range, which are being continued in the 1936 
programme, have been reduced in price, said 
Mr. W. E. Huet, a member of Messrs. Charles 
F. Huet and Company, the firm assembling 
these sets in the Free State. He also remarked 
that car radio was increasing in popularity, 
and the price of the sets in Ireland was only 
slightly higher than in Great Britain. 
Sasain, as a practical proposition, is 
still more than three years off, said the 
managing director of the Philco Radio and 
Television Corporation, Mr. Carleton Dyer. 
Good receivers could certainly be made, but 
a lot of work still remained to be done on 
the transmission end. The television trans- 
mitter now being erected at Alexandra Park, 
London, would only have a range of about 
twenty-five miles; and he estimated that it 
would cali for a capital investment of 
£3,000,000 to set up television stations to 
Serve fifty per cent. of the population of 
treat Britain.” Mr. Dyer urged, however, 
that the Department of Posts and Telegraphs 
should set up an experimental television 
station in the Free. State as soon as possible, 
in order to investigate conditions for television 
in the country. Before television really 
arrived, he added, there would be a boom in 
all-wave receivers, and he believed that within 
two years seventy per cent. of the radio sets 
sold in the Free State would be of this type. 
Mr. Spencer Swaffer, representative of the 
Philco interests in Dublin; Mr. Charles F. 
Johnson, manager, Philco valves department ; 
Mr. Charles F. Huet, Mr. A. Sevitt, Mr.
